CHOOSING A LIEUTENANT-GOV- 
ERNOR. 

ft Is latlior iL .sorry sight for Brillsh 
Columbians to have so Important a 
position as that of lieutenant-g-oversior 
bartered for in llie \vuy it ha.s l)ooii, 
liy a ■iiunibcT nf .^^clieiinns iii)litician.s. 
Fancy tlie rajuh.s of India liohhUE a 
eonfereiKO 'o determine who the Im- 
perial Kovenimeiu sliould appoint as 
tlieir viceroy, or a caiieii.s boinR- lioUl 
in OlLiiwa to uilvise tho fiecretary of 
tho colonies if Lord Minto or Lord 
Grey were acceptable to the Liberal 
l)arty In Canada as governor-general. 
Ill a small way, that is prot-lsoly what 
in bciiiK diino In British Columbia to- 
ihiy. Tlio question to decide is ap- 
parently not whether a particular indi- 
vidual Is quallfled for the position, but 
what will bo the political effect of the 
appoiiilineiitV How does it lit in with 
the views of what ix rather vulgarly 
described as tho local "political push"? 

The ofhce of lieutonatil-governor is 
one which requires certain special 
qualifications. These quallflcatlans are 
not always tho.se which a successful 
politician or even a state.siiian may 
possess. He is lirst of all essentially 
a social feature. That is to say, he, 
by virtue of ills office, is brought into 
contact with a gre.i.t many persons in 
various walks 'and stations of lift. 
While we do not noces.sarlly attach 
any. great Iniportance to the staindards 
set In certain cases, nevertheless In 
oftlcJal life thoy must be respected, 
and no man can be .said to be (lualilied 
lOr Uie position who cannot perform 
with ease and "credit to himself the 
social duties Incumbent upon him l:i 
that oflice. 

There is also a f.?r(;un 'T!;,'iiity to 
be maintaineil, which, it not the pos- 
session of the occupant of the oHlcc, 
can neltlier be acquired nor simulated. 
That dignity Is tjje inatural-born grace 
of a gentleman in the true sense of 
the term. The representative of the 
Kin^' sliouUl have a few of the kingly 
attributes. He should be familiar with 
and have experience in statecraft, with 
a fairly good knowledge of constitu- 
tional hiw. Lieiitenant-Kovornors malic 
anil iiniiuike t;ii\-crnni,-iii.s at firm's, iiml 
his action in constitutional eniergcMi' V 
is ohen highly important. In addltloa 
to other qualifications, ho should have 
souiiil judgment, tact and diploniiicy. 
l-lo should have ,a mind, like that of 
the judge, capable of eliminating all 
bias and prejudice and acting wholly 
from Impersonal and judicial motives. 

if theie is any use in tlie olllce at all 
It is ia tlie ] lossi'ssioii of ([Uii 1 ilica I ions 
by the occupants, which malie tlieir 
exercise beneficial to the community 
and tlie position honorable In ItBolf. 
It Is very hard to detine the exact 
combination of talents, .ir to llnd the 
man who answers to every ie(iuire- 
ment. if we were asked to furnish 
an example of the ofRclal who comes 
as nearly as possible In pracllce to the 
Ideal, we .should point to nur pieseni 
laeulenanl-fJovernor. Or we might 
illusirat,- in a negative way by point- 
ing to some of those mentioned as his 
successor, wlio possess nont of the 
riuallllcatinns. 

Tlioi-e should bo other consideraiioiis 
than mere iiolltleal expediency, and the 
c.Klgencies of the political situation, 
taken into account. The ofHce should 
not be degraded by making it a dump- 
ing f;ronnd for men whom the party 
liosses ilesire to see shelved. U 
Hliould not be nuule ii football, for in- 
stance, for men like Wr. Robert Kelly 
of Vancouver.* If a stiitable man, 
available from tlic party in power, eau- 
not be found in Ihe provinc(>. ihei-e 
should be no liesitation in going out- 
side of -the province,- as the govern- 
ment did five years ago. In the pres- 
ent eniergem-;,, it must he assumed 
thai the mendieis of tlie f,'<n-ernnient 
at Ottawa, and especially fclr Wilfrid 
Laurier, who, has a line sense of the 
fltne.=s of things If lie should choose

THE NORTHWEST PASSAGE. 

The su<;cessful voyage of L'aptain 
Amundsen from._the Atlantic' to the 
Pacific through 'the Arctic Ocean north 
of the American continent, has revived 
interest in the. ;)ld subject of the 
Northwest rassuge. Tho newspapers 
ara not strictly accurate in stating 
that he was the llrst to "accomplish 
the feat. Captain MeClure (IS.'.D- 
l.'^ni) luid that honor. lie carried his 
ship. The Investigator, from Bchring 
Straits to Banks, -Land,' where he win- 
tered for three years, but- finally 
aband<ined her In Mercy Bay. 'I'he rest 
of llie way ho made by sledge, joining 
Mt'k'lier's si|uadron at Beoehy Ishuul. 
Cai>lain .■\ ni uiul.sen. however, is the 
tirsi to take his ship through, and 
demonstrate that the Northwest Pass- 
iige exists as a practical possibility, 
and is navigable. He now proposes 
to make what Is known as the North- 
east Passage by retui'iiing home to 
Norway north of the continents of 
Kurope and Asia. He will not, how- 
: ever, be the first to accomiilish this. If 
' successful, Xordeiiskjold did it In the 
Vega, without nuieh dilflculty. The 
mo.'^t dangerous part of the voyage is 
that between Behring Sea and the 
Lena, but westward from that navlgu- 
I tlon Is comparatively safe. Arrived 
I In Norway, Amundsen will have been 
' the first navigator to hav(^ enconi- 
; I>a.ssed the .u'liihe in an almost direct 
: line. J,,ei us hope that the brave man 
will succeed in the latter part of his 
I memorable voyage. 
I Historically, the Northwest Passage 
i is rooted in the very fibres of the 
; North .'\merican continent as a civil-! 

ined eiuit,\-. Locally, even, the .subject 
' is of intense interest, because the 
Strait of Juan de Fuca, stretching 
I '-iway 4o the ocean from our very 
j doors, was first entered by the old 
j Greek pilot In his attempt to find a 
! water route from the Pai'Ulc to the 
I Atlantic; and he sailed a IcMig way 
! up it under the impression that he 
had at last solved the great and 
I teasing problem of the day among 
navlgatois. Posterity has honored 
him by bestowing his adopted name on 
: the .strait. America owes practically 
everything it possesses in the way of 
! settlement and development to the 
j search for this shorter way from Eu- 
I rope to the Orient. Columbus stum- 
bled acro.s.s this continent when he 
thought ho had reached the slioi'es of 
the Flowery Kingdom, the far-off and 
marvelouS' Cathay.. The pioneer ex-; 
plorers of the Ottawa Blver expected 
not to reach the interior of North 
America, but were Ili hope's that It 
would lead the way t<i that other land. 
^Ve have the familiar evid.'iice in the 
name of the Lacliini? Rapids, from "L.a 
Chine." 

The early Spanish explorers, who 
made their headquarters in ancient 
Mexico aTid used that country as a 

base of operations, scoured the coast 
I far north in search of the fabled Strait 
of Anlan, without avail. It was only 
after a long period of years, and the 
most careful cruising that they gave 
I up the quest as hopeless south of the 
I latitude of San l-'rancisco. The thing 
I that tended to koei) alive the tradition 
; long after there was any reiil reason 
^ for hophig to find such a passage. 
I were the pretended discoveries of such 
I men as Maldonado, Admiral Fonte and 
j I'rdaneta. striking I'vidence of the 
jicrsistence of error lo\uided on fraud. 
I Francis Drake, at the time of hi.s 
I memorable visit to the Pacilie ('na.'^t, 
' thought to return home by way of this 
( liassage, after ravaging the Spanish 
main and capturing rich galleons of 
treasure; but was forced Id turn back 
and circunis ent tlie ."-^pa n ia rds l ii - 
I cuniventlng the globe. Practically 
every navigator on the Pacific Coast 
; from the time of Magellan In 1.'520 to 
I Captain A'aiH'iiu\'er In ITtl'J. c.Neei.i 
those in nailing shliis fur fuis, came 
in search nf tliis inlerocanic strait, in 
make easy and dii'ect the way from 
llic (iceiileiit ti> lb,' Drieiit, wber.- was

Tho net result of these centuries of 
effort has not been' grpatii'st In • tho 
direction sought. Though much, was 
added to science and to our knowledge 
of geography, tho Indirect beneflts. to 
manliiiid have been in tho fotmdlng of 
new worlds. In creating ne>V nations, 
hi giving fresh Impulses to mankind. 
The discovery of America seemed to 
stimulate anew the ■ unergles of the 
whole of Europe, to' awake slumbering 
anihitions Bind arouse intellectual ac- 
tivity. It was followed by develop- 
ments relatively as great* as came In 
the nineteenth century as the result of 
the application of steam and electricity 
to modern trade and Industry. What 
was striven for, when accomplished, 
turns out to be of but little import- 
ance In any way exceplf as a contribu- 
tion to knowledge. It took over four 
liundred years to accomplish It, In the 
year 11)05. The Northwest Passage 
was only made In 1S78-'J, The prob- 
lem w|fleti solved offers ■ no material 
advantages' to the world, but who can | 
nicasure the Importance of the results 
that have -flown from the quest. ] 

There Is a useful parallel to be ; 
drawn between the value of the 
achievement In this Instance and of 
most human auhlevemcnls. The things [ 
we strive most hard for are often of i 
little value when within vui ,i;iasp. 
No one can estimate the value of the 
experience we have gained In the 
pursuit.

This is particularly 
true of mental and nervous iliseas.'s.

What l->r. Hillings say.s as lo 111 
results of drinkini; is that il is mil s 
mucli that It iirodnces disease as i 
remli'is Ihe cicllm predisposed to ills 
ease, especially hifc-eliouK diseasei 
such as pneunionla, erysipelas, choler; 
I'tc.. which ;irc more likely lo hi? fatal 
than In oilier circumstaiice.s. 

The writer dis|)Oses of the conlen-, 
I Ion that "good old lliiucn's" an- I 
h.'irmful than chi'iiper niades, Ceiier-i 
ally speaking, Injurious elTeels ar 
proporlionate to the amount of etli> 
ahaihol coiisimicd, except, of coursi', 
where there are poisonous adulti-'raiits 
consumed as well. The effecIK of 
alcohol upon dilTereiit persons differ 
greatly. A long series of experiments 
^ylth animaia showed that those young 



and small were the most susceptible. 
A rabbit fed for four year.s on alcohol 
showed no permanent ill elfects, while 
others died after a l't!w doses. The 
ultimate effects of moderate use upon 
man cannot bo ascertained with much 
accuracy. The amount of alcoholic 
liquors that can be taken regularly b.v 
the' average adult wilhout liad results 
Is estimated to be glass of wine or 
a pint of beer In twenty-four hours. 
Tho English staiidard as formulated 
b.V Anstie is one and a hall' ounces of 
pure alcohol, in whatever form it may 
he taken — tlii'e-e ounces of whiske.x, 
half a bottle of claret or four glasses 
of beer, and that only at lunch or 
dinner time. It does not follow Ih.il 
wlial Is injurious in large 'los-'s is 
necessarily injurious in small doses. In 
thai case a greai many tlil'.igs would 
liavi" to he reiuo\ed from tile bill of fare. 
Poisons are lieiielicia lly , present in the 
system, and aleoho! is produced in 
small (luaiitlties in the course of bac- 
terial fermentations. 

Tlie author endeavors to steer clear 
of teaehln.qs in school that raniiol Ih' 
v-'i-'lled by fai.'ts, the resuh of v.-|ilch 
Is often mischievous, and we shall lake 
occasion a.gain to give his observalions 
on that score. His general conclu- 
sions on the iihyslologlcal elTei't of the 
use of alcoholic sllnuilanls are almost 
wholly In favor of what Is practlcalb' 
total abstliieiice. They are as follows: 

AV'liil,' the regular moderate use of 
alcoholic drinks, taken only with food 
at the end of the day, may produce 
little or no effect on the lu'iiltli of the 
average adult, sucli moderate use I).v 
young persons often leads lo excess, 
anil the cases in which such u;<e is 
lieiieflclal are excepllonal. 

In general, the habitual use of alco- 
holic drinks is undesirable, and the i'l- 
creaslng knowledge of this fact has 
led to a marked diminution of such 
use In this country among educated 
Iieople. In all occupations where keen 
senses, sharp attention or great coi- 
ceiitratlon of the mind are called for, 
alcohol In any form is Injurious v,-hen 
taken during the peiformance of duty 
In hand. He who has mental liibor 
of certal'.i kind to perform, ami I.e 
upon whom great responsibilities de- 
volve, is forced, if ho would be at his 
best, to use alcohol as a restorative 
only at the proper season. Alcohol 
gives no persistent Increase of muscu- 
lar power. It is w(dl understood by 
all who control large bodies of men 
enga.ged In ]>hvslcal labor that alcohol 
and effective work are incoinpatiblo. 

The forrnatlon of the drink Iiabit 
comme.icliig with occasional and mod- 
erate habitual uae . almost always oc- 
curs before tho age of 35, and there 
Is very little danger of its occurrence 
after the age of 50.

'I'he sal- 
vage crew at once liegan llw work of 
fiatliering up what wreckage they

Ktroyed. U se-jms that during Hie 
gale Hie stuvciilpo blew off .-111(1 there 
were some sjiark.s seen, but llu>y were 
I exliii.nulshed — at le;ist, so il was be- 
lieved.
